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The beat goes on 


though police officers are 
Acersizrtiy prepared to face 
danger, most often they spend 
their time driving around or dealing with 
Paperwork. 

Not the thrill-a-minute stuff television 
series are made of. 

‘Police work’s a boring job,” said Sgt. 
John Cannon of the Upland Police 
Department. “You have moments where 
you're extremely excited or scared to 
death. But most of the time you're doing 
paperwork or bored to death.” 

On a recent quiet night the sergeant 
Spent about four hours driving through 
the west side of the city. He rescued 
someone who had locked himself out of 
his car and three times he arrived at a 


scene for back-up in case the officers on 


the beat needed it. They didn't. 


As supervisor, he covered the city west 


of Euclid Avenue, while another 
supervisor handled the east side of the 
avenue. Seven beat officers work under 
them, driving through their assigned 
areas, handling the routine calls. 
Cannon said he handles disputes 
between residents and the officers, and 


backs them up on difficult calls. But he 
spends most of his time driving around, 
looking. 

“| look for things that might cause 
liability to the city — traffic lights out, 
unsafe construction sites,” he said. 

Most of what he does is getting to 
know an area and then noticing when 
something is not right — like a person 
who looks out of place ora light that 
shouldn't be on. 

He sticks mostly to the areas where the 
most crime occurs, such as the 
commercial zones, particularly shopping 
centers. 

The first call of the evening was back- 
up for a business burglar alarm that had 
gone off. Like about 75 percent of 
Upland’s alarms, it turned out to be false. 

“We try to train (police Officers) to 
believe that every alarm is good. But deep 
down they know that it’s no good,” he 
said. , 

Cannon said the city used to have a 
problem with false alarms, until the City 
Council passed an ordinance that would 
take away a person’s right to such an 
alarm after too many false calls.

“public relations call,” to open a ar door 
for a person who had Io ked his keys 
inside 

Dennis Smith of Upland and two 
friends from out of town were waiting as 
Cannon drove up to their parking spot in 
the Upland downtown shopping area 

“This isn’t going to cost me anything 
is it?” Smith asked. And when Cannon 
said no, he uttered his pleasure. “All| 
right!” 

Later, acall came across the radio 
warning police of aman with a gun 

“This is the kind of call that gets your 
heart pumping,” the sergeant said as he 
drove toward the location, “And it's 
probably nothing. It’s probably someone 
with a BB gun or astick.

“But as far as the Officer is concerned, 


they’re responding to acall with a man 
with a gun.” 

Again, waiting until the beat officers 
took care of the incident, Cannon found 
Out that there was indeed a gun, but it 


was unloaded. A search of the gun 
Owner's Car turned up small amounts of 
Marijuana, the officer said. 

The stress that comes in police work 
comes from thinking it’s going to be 
worse,” he said 

A third call, the last of the evening, 
came in alerting Cannon to suspicious 
people unloading furniture into a truck. A 
woman who had keys to the home said 
she was moving out her furniture and that 
her roommate, who was not home at the 
time, knew about it. 

For the third time that night, Cannon 
left after making sure he was not needed. 

A neighbor had called the police about 
the moving van after remembering that 
the other woman was always away at 
church on Wednesday evenings. 

Whether a tipster’s call turns up 
anything or not, Cannon said, the police 
are glad to get it. 

“We don't mind being bothered. | 
would much rather we get a false alarm 
than have people watch the whole thing 
and call after,’’ he said. “We want to 
catch them (criminals). It’s more fun for

The Cucamonga School 
District board of trustees 
approved a tentative $4.5 million 
1986-87 budget recently. 


Through a balancing act using 
money left over from the 1985-86 
fiscal year to make up fora 
$200,000 projected deficit for 
next year, the district will end up 
with a contingency fund of 
$138,390. 


The deficit spending situation 
is typical of school districts, 
said superintendent John 
Costello. 


The district’s prior year ending 
balance was about $400,000. 


The budget includes recently 
negotiated 1986-87 employee 
contracts, three additional 
teaching positions, one new 
counselor position for Rancho 
Cucamonga Middle School, and 
a 20 percent increase in dollars 
that go directly into the 
classroom for supplies.

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School district 
expected to grow

In the next five years, the 
Etiwanda School District will 
grow by about 9,600 students, 
possibly filling seven new 
schools. 

The district has agreements 
with developers for three new 
elementary schools and, over the 
next several years, prospects for 
three more elementary schools 
and anew intermediate school, 
said Superintendent Carleton 
Lightfoot. 

School officials figure each 
new housing unit brings .6 
children into the district, 
meaning 100 new homes would 
bring 60 children. 

The 16,000 new homes from 
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developments the district now 
knows about can be expected to 
generate 9,600 children by the 
1991-92 school year. 

How does the district plan to 
deal with this growth? 

“We're imposing developers 
fees, as are all other districts,” 
Lightfoot said. ‘We're trying 
desperately to build facilities as 
the need arises. My board is 
dead set against temporary 
facilities.”’ 

The district more than doubled 
its builders fees on Aug. 22, 
1985. 

Developers now are required 
to pay one-time fees of $2,800 
per dwelling unit for single- 
family homes, and $1,866 for

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State budget cut hurts college museum

A state budget cut last week 
struck another blow to Chaffey 
College’s Rex W. Wignall 
Museum/Gallery. 

Fund-raising efforts during the 
last several months may not be 
enough to save the 14-year-old 
exhibit space, because $365,000 
in state money the college was 
counting on won't be 


forthcoming. 

“We’re going to have to look 
at it in light of that change,” said 
Jerry Young, the college’s new 
president. “Some of the dollars 
we were looking at for the 
museum were included in that.” 

Although its doors were 
scheduled to close June 30, the 
museum still is open pending 
Young’s recommendation to the 
governing board. 


“l personally would not like to 
see it close,’ Young said. 

A flurry of fund-raising 
activities have taken place since 
February, when it was first 
learned that the museum was in 
danger of closing because 
money from continuing 
education and community 
service class fees were no 
longer enough to pay for it.

Psychiatric care hospital planned 
for R.C. to be built in Redlands

A Georgia firm that planned a 
psychiatric care hospital in 
Rancho Cucamonga now plans 
to build in Redlands. 

Charter Medical Corp. of 
Macon, Ga., is the third firm in 
little more than a year to receive 
state approval to build a 
psychiatric hospital in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

Only one of those operators, 
Continental Care Inc., has been 
approved by the city, however, 
and construction has yet to 
begin. 

Continental sought ‘‘tax- 
exempt financing from the city, 
and the council said ‘No,’” 
explained Jack Lam, director of 
community development. 

‘But the land use and site 


design were approved,” he 
added. 


Charter switched its $8 
million, 60-bed acute care facility 
project to Redlands because 
“there are several other 
companies vying for Rancho, the 
difficulty of obtaining zoning 
changes (there) and the cost of 
property,”’ said Tom Camp, 
Charter’s executive director of 
hospital development. 

Charter’s state approval, 
which is subject to approval by 
Redlands, calls for the firm to 
provide $1 million worth of free 
psychiatric care over the next 10 
years to those who cannot afford 
to pay for it. 

The state required the free 
care arrangement because the 
state sees a need for only four 
additional psychiatric care beds 


in the county through 1990, 
according to Derek Pogson, 
spokesman for the Office of 
Statewide Health Planning and 
Development. 

“As of last September, there 
were 211 acute psychiatric care 
beds” in the county, he said ina 
telephone interview from 
Sacramento. 

“The state estimates the 
county will need 215 by 1990,” 
he said. 

Despite those numbers, the 
state granted the certificate of 
need because Charter agreed to 
provide free care, Pogson said. 

Pogson said the state agency 
was unaware of Charter’s plans 
until a reporter’s call last week. 
The certificate of need cannont 
be transferred, he said, so 
Charter must begin the 
application process anew. 
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tentative 1986-87 budget last 
week, said Mike Alexander, vice 
president for instruction. 

“! think everybody’s hopeful 
that we'll be able to continue to 
fund it,’”’ Alexander said. “‘It’s 
been such a positive public 
relations thing for us.” 

Fund-raising efforts for the 
museum will continue during the 
budget analysis. 
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have been raised since the 
museum first got in trouble, said 
Museum/Gallery Director 
Virginia Eaton. 

Eaton said it costs about 
$60,000 a vear in salaries and 
operating costs to run the 
museum.

$350,000 more needed | 
for Upland street work. 


By Kimberly Heinrichs 


Upland will spend $350,000 
more than it originally 
expected on street and 
sidewalk repair, the City 
Council decided during last 
week’s 1986-87 budget hearing. 

The council unanimously 
approved the $36.9 million 
budget. Although it came out 
$400,000 more than the original 
proposed version, Finance 
Director Phyllis Proctor said 
the budget still was balanced. 

The extra amount was added 
at the suggestion of Mayor 
Richard Anderson, who said he 
would like to see the job done 
right with thorough street work 
rather than patching. 

The expense will be taken 
care of by transfers from other 
accounts which could include 
federal and general funds. 

The city will spend $150,000 
of the additional funds on 
sidewalk repair, which City 
Engineer Fred Blanchard said 
was much in demand after this 
year’s sidewalk work. After the 
city started $120,000 in repair 
work in some areas this year, 
residents in other 
neighborhoods notified the 
department that their 
sidewalks needed fixing too. 


“We were deluged with 
letters from people wanting 
repairs,”’ Blanchard told the 
council. ‘lf we have a project 
of about the same magnitude, 


we may be able to please the 
majority of the people.” 

The city also left in the 
budget $50,000 for a new 
police department 
communications system, 
although Chief Coy Estes said 
he probably will not spend the 
money. 


Because the station could | 
move to new facilities within 
two years, Estes said, the 
department could wait. But he 
wanted to be able to have the 
money, with council's consent, 
in case the new station is put 
off for some reason. 


Although Anderson also had 
suggested beefing up the 
street tree-trimming budget at 
last week's hearing, the 
council decided it was not 
necessary. Council members 
decided that the two present 
crews were enough and that 
the money could be better 
spent on the street repair. 


Councilman Frank Carpenter 
said he has heard only one 
complaint, two years ago, 
about trees being trimmed 
back too far. He pointed out 
that letting the trees grow 
bushier could result in more 
danger to the public and more 
lawsuits.

Since Tuesday Ontario has 
been supplying Upland with 2.5 
million gallons a day ata 
connection pump near the 


corner of Eighth Street and 
Campus Avenue. The connection 
was installed after Upland’s two- 
day voluntary cutback in water 
use last July. 

“We had quite a few booster 
pumps break down at a dry 
time,” said Jim Moody, the city’s 
water utility superintendent. 

Many of Upland’s pumps have 
since been rebuilt in preparation 
for the hot days. But the city 
does not have the storage space 
of Ontario, for instance, which

need improvements

SAN BERNARDINO — The 
official in charge of the county’s 
road maintenance program 
agreed last week with anew 
report calling for a plan to 
improve 25 percent of the roads, 
which are substandard. 

Fred Contaoi, the county’s 
assistant director of 
transportation, said that unless 
the county finds the $66 million 
needed to resurface 1,100 miles 
of substandard county road, the 
thoroughfares could deteriorate 
to a point where major 
reconstruction work would be 
needed, costing twice as much. 

Contaoi’s comments came in 
response to the 1985-86 county 
grand jury’s final report issued 


last week. 

The grand jury recommended 
that ‘“‘a three-year plan be 
implemented to bring all of the 
county’s road system up to an 
acceptable standard by 1990.” 

The grand jury also 
recommended “That a one-time 
supplemental source of 
financing be found by the county 
so that this very important 
project can be started as soon 
as possible.” 

Contaoi said that the county 
Board of Supervisors has been 
given a report listing the 
potential “supplemental” 
sources of financing which 
include a countywide increase in 
the sales tax or gas tax. 

“We don’t have anything

Following an April 23, 1985, 
interim visit by an evaluation 
team, the accrediting 
commission issued a formal 
warning to the college. 

Since that June 13, 1985, 
warning, the college hired anew 
superintendent/president, Jerry 
Young from Centralia, Wash., 
who starts work July 1; narrowed 
the ratio of employees to 
students through layoffs and 
early retirements; and settled a 
long-standing contract dispute 
with teachers.

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Davis chases 
cage dream 


around

Janet Davis first stepped into 
the local sports limelight as a 
prep basketball player at Alta 
Loma High School. Today, she’ 
still in the limelight, still playin: 
basketball, but not in this 
country. 

Because the United States 
doesn’t currently afford women 
basketball players a chance to 
play professionally, Davis had to 
look elsewhere after graduating 
from Cal State Long Beach to 
continue her playing career. She 
personally felt she had 
something to prove, but it took a 
season of top-notch ball before 
she reallyconvinced others that 
she could play on the European 
circuit. 

“My agent is Bruce Levy of 
New York. What’s funny is that | 
called him after | graduated from 
Long Beach. | really didn’t have 
great (college) stats, and he said 
then he really didn’t think he 
could help me,” remembers 
Davis. 

“Now, after | have a great year 
in France, he calls me. But | 
think it’s great, because he’s one 
of the best. He handles over 60 
gals all over Europe, some of the 
top players, and he has a great 
reputation of getting his players 
good money.” 

For women like Davis, Europe 
is not just an alternative. It’s 
actually the only true 
opportunity they have to make a 
living at what they do best. 

Davis made a name for herself 
around the West Valley as part 
of Alita Loma’s two CIF 
championship teams in 1978 (2A 
Division) and 1980 (3A Division), 
earning 3A Player of the Year 
honors during the ’80 campaign. 
But she never made the 
transition to the national 
spotlight. 

She picked Old Dominion 
Univesity in Virgina as her 
collegiate choice, only to change 
two years later when the 
pressures of being a student and 
a Lady Monarch proved too 
demanding to do justice to 
either. 

After sitting out a year, Davis 
finished up her college days at 
Cal State Long Beach, what she 
herself termed the end of a ‘less 
than exciting college career.” 
What remained was a desire to 
prove herself on the court. 

Playing for Nice in France’s 
Division | last season, Davis 


world 


proved a lot of things to a lot of 
people, including herself. She 
finished the number two scorer 
(29.8 points per-game) and the 
top rebounder (17 per-game) in 
the division, and got alittle 
frustration out of her system in 
the process. 

“It was fun because, coming 
off two frustrating years at Long 
Beach, | had to prove something, 
if only to myself,’ she says. “My 
college coach was stunned 
when he heard how well | did. He 
asked my why | didn’t do that 
when | was still in school.”’ 

But then the team folded. 

“They ran out of money,” 
relates Davis. ‘It sounds 
strange, but you have to 
understand that clubs there are 
run differently. In some places 
corporations sponsor the teams, 
which in my eyes is the best 
way. But in France, the cities 
sponsor the teams, and it’s 
usually left up to the mayor 
whether to field a team.” 

The conflict was a men’s team 
which had just gone Division |! 
and the local soccer club. 
According to Davis, the mayor of 
Nice decided that men’s soccer 
and basketball were more 
important to the city than 
women’s basketball. That leaves 
Davis without promised bonus 
money and without a team for 
next season. 

“| lost out on a good deal of 
money, which is very frustrating 
You think it’s just you, but then 
you talk to some other gals who 
have played over there fora 
while and they tell you it’s 
happened to them three years in 
a row,” she adds. “‘I’d like to play 
next year and maybe one year 
after that. It’s still fun, but it’s 
also a lot of work trying to stay 
in shape during the off-season. 
My mom keeps telling me | 
should quit playing around and 
get areal job,’ she laughs. “‘I'll 
just have to see what happens.” 

But Davis is very serious when 
it comes to basektball, 
especially when giving advice to 
current high school players. 

“The first thing | would 
express is that when | was 
choosing a school, | wasn't 
attunded to the academic 
portion of the colleges,” admits 
Davis. ‘| was looking for a place 
to play basketball. If | had it to 
do all over again, | would look 
first at my academic interests. 

“For 99 percent of the girls, 
there is no more basketball after 
college. So the thing is, they

should use those talents to get a 
free education. If you get a 


scholarship offer from, say, USC, 


take it,’’ says Davis. ‘‘If | had it 
all over again and | got a chance 
to go to USC, I'd grab it. Not just 
because of the basketball 
program, which has really 
improved since | was looking at 
schools, but because when you 
graduate from USC, that means 
money out in the business 
world.”’ 

It took four years plus a 
semester, but Davis did get her 
degree from CS Long Beach. 
That Bachellor of Arts in 
business means as much to her 
as any of her collegiate athletic 
accomplishments. 


Currently a lot of college 
programs and athletes are taking 
heat for the lack of attention put 
on classes and grades. But Davis 
understands the problems faced 
by the student-athlete today, 
especially those involved in 
Division | programs 

‘| would have to say | admire 
any player that could play and 
still graduate in four years. | 
know it was tough for me, and | 
graduated in four years plus one 
semester, she says. ‘‘My 
philosophy is you've earned the 
scholarship with your physical 
abilities, but that’s a God-given 
talent, so essentially, you've 
been given the scholarship. After 
that, if you can’t pass the 


classes, that's your problem.” 


Still, she understands the 
frustration of the female 
basketball player as well as 
anyone. At a time when more 
girls are playing basketball than 
ever before and playing ata 
higher level than many ever 
thought possible, there is very 
little future for those players 
after college graduation. 


“Sure, it's frustrating, and I’m 
sure I’m not the only player out 
there that feels that way. I'd like 
to think in 10 years, things will 
change and there will be a pro 
program for women,” admits 
Davis.

Southern California Edison

The problems facing the 
Foothill Communities Law and 
Justice Center in Rancho 
Cucamonga continue with news 
that a major contractor on year- 
delayed construction project has 
sued the county.

An unusual number of change 
orders were issued during the 
work, adding $254,421 to the 
cost of the Buckner-Wilson 
contract.

Americans willing to pay 
taxes for public education

"LOUISVILLE, Ky. — The 
American public is increasingly 
willing to pay higher taxes if the 
money goes to public education, 
according to a new Gallup Poll 
commissioned by the National 
Education Association. 

The poll, taken this spring by 
telephone among a nationwide 
sampling of 1,500 Americans, 
found 59 percent of those 
responding said they favored 
‘more funds for public 
éducation and teacher training 
aven if it means higher taxes.”’ 

That figure compares with 52 
percent in a similar poll last year 
and 45 percent in 1983 — the 
year a report titled ‘‘A Nation at 
Risk” warned of a “rising tide of 
mediocrity” in the nation's 
public schools. 

“More and more people are 
thinking about education ... | 
think these numbers are a direct 
result of that,” said Don 
Cameron, executive director of 
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the NEA, at the organization’s 
national convention here. 

NEA President Mary Hatwood 
Futrell Thursday supported the 
idea of a national board to raise 
teaching standards and called 
on the organization to do 
likewise. 

Futrell had hoped to bring the 
issue to a vote Thursday, but 
failed when delegates voted to 
postpone it until today (Friday). 

California Teachers 
Association President Marilyn 
Russe!l Bittle said she expects 
90 percent of California’s 630 
delegates to support the 
proposal. The convention 
includes about 7,200 voting 
delegates. 

After noting the increased 
public support for additional 
taxes to back education, 
Cameron chastised state 
government officials for failing 
to follow that path. 


“1 think by the time the 
politicians feel comfortable, 
(public support) will have to be 
90 percent,’ Cameron said.

number of cracks in the 
plaster walls of the living 
room and hallway that | plan 
to paint. How can | cover 
these up before | paint? — 
D.R. 

A: To cover or repair 
plaster cracks is a relatively 
simple job that almost 
anyone can perform by 
following these simple steps. 

First, remove any loose 
particles of plaster from the 
crack. Use any small, pointed 
tool such as an ice pick, 
fingernail file or small 
screwdriver. 

Next, dampen around the 
crack, using a sponge or 
moist cloth. Use a small 
quantity of any reliable, 
manufactured brand of crack 
sealer, available from most 
hardware and paint stores. 
Work the sealer into the 
crack according to directions 
on the package. 
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Making threaded dowels can 
be discouraging when the 
threads break out in chunks.

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Scent-strip market booming

Perfume companies have discovered 
that the way to a woman’s heart — and her 
pocketbook — is through her nose. 

And the way to her nose is through the 
mail. 

If your mail these days smells like it was 
sent from a French bordello, blame it on the 
success of Giorgio, the $150-per-ounce 
perfume that rode a technique known as 
scent-strip advertising to multimillion-dollar 
success overnight. 

Scent-strip ads — where you peel back a 
paper strip to release a powerful whiff of 
perfume — in upscale women’s magazines 
like Vogue, Harper’s Bazaar and 
Cosmopolitan, have lifted the Beverly Hills- 
based Giorgio from $2.5 million in sales in 
1982 to a projected $100 million this year. 

Naturally, everyone in the crowded $3.8 
billion-per-year perfume market picked up 
the scent. 

Perfume makers were desperate to try

anything to revitalize their sluggish 
industry, which has seen pre-tax profit 
margins drop from 23 percent to 14 percent 
over the past 20 years. 

Suddenly, almost every magazine — 
men’s publications included — contain 
scent strips. Some have two or three such 
ads per issue. 

3-M, one of the three U.S. manufacturers 
of scent-strip ads, produced 40 million of 
them in March alone. Nearly 2 billion scent 
strips are in circulation annually, according 
to Pat Sloan, cosmetics writer for 
Advertising Age magazine. 

It’s not only magazines but also direct- 
mail advertisers who bombard us with 
perfume-laced envelopes. Even department- 
store invoices are doused with the stuff. 

It is powerfully effective advertising. As 
Fred Hayman and ex-wife Gale, creators of 
Giorgio, explain, scent strips enable 
perfume makers to place their sample 
counters right under your nose. And they 
have spent $7 million doing that with 
Giorgio through scent-strip advertising. 

Magazines also are reveling in the 


revenue windfall. Scented-ad inserts cost 
twice as much on average as running one 
regular, full-page, four-color ad — 
magazines charge perfume companies extra 
to run the half-page insert and demand that 
they buy a full-page ad to go behind it. 

Perfume companies figure it’s worth it. 
Sample vials of perfume cost 30 cents each 
to make while the scent strips cost only 4 
to 10 cents apiece. 

But some folks on the receiving end are 
less than pleased with the intrusive 
advertising. 

“It drives me crazy, | can’t tolerate it,” 
said Al Gardner. Like other members of San 
Diego’s Environmental Health Association, 
he is extremely sensitive to ail fragrances 
and takes great care to avoid products with 
smells and chemicals. 

“Even one scented bill from a 
department store stinks up all our mail,” 
said Gardner. “I have to hang it out on the 
clothes line until the perfume goes out of it 
— and if it rains, too bad.” 

Debra Dadd, publisher of the San

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there will still be enough around 
to make a big impression,” 
Michel said. 

That is why despite the 
struggles of most baby boomers, 
the housing, automobile and 
travel industries and makers of 
high-tech products and other 
goods favored by more affluent 
consumers in their 30s still 
enjoyed a prosperous surge 
during the current economic 
recovery, he said. 

“But our work has found the 
typical young family of today is a 
husband and wife and child 
under 12; and in 1984 dollars, the 
total family income is between 
$24,000 and $25,000 per year — 
hardly enough to sustain a real 
upscale lifestyle.” 

The paradox in this generally 
dark picture lies with the relative 
good fortune of those boomers 
now reaching their 40th 
birthdays. 

Many of those between 35 and 
40 got started in their careers 


ahead of the avalanche of 
workers that caused the 1970s 


labor glut. 

As a result, they are far more 
affluent today than many of their 
younger boomer brethren. And 
with the first wave of boomers 
turning 40, certain industries can 
expect to reap the profits of 
increasing numbers of recently 
affluent consumers, said Landon 


Y. Jones, author of ‘‘Great 
Expectations: America and the 
Baby Boom Generation.” 

“We're seeing a good example 
of that in the sudden housing 
boom as older boomers trade up 
for larger and more expensive 
homes,” he said. ‘These people 
were successful enough early in 
their careers to get on the 
housing carousel and now they 
can afford these upper-end 
houses.” 

Jones said other businesses 
likely to benefit as boomers turn 
40 are health and fitness clubs; 
makers of trendy athletic 
clothes, as well as designer 
clothes for children and 
expensive business clothes for 
women; manufacturers of luxury 
cars and high-quality appliances; 
private schools for children from 
wealthy families, and the 
producers of other high-ticket 
items. 

The baby boomers have 
changed every age group they 


have entered and forced , 
everybody else to pay attention 


to them, and that will continue 
through old age, Jones said. 
“For the next 10 years, we'll 
be paying attention to people in 
their 40s, their tastes, how they 
act, what they want — 
everything,” he said. “And they 
won't necessarily act like 40ish 
people of the past. They will be 
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double as a gallery space during

down dreams by buying a fancy 
stereo system, a luxury car, 
expensive clothes or a first-class 
vacation instead of a house. 


But they are not particularly 
well off by historical standards, 
Michel said. The number of 
young families with incomes of 
$35,000 or more is no higher now 
than it was in 1973 (after 
adjusting for inflation). And in 
1973, more of these families 
reached that level on one 
income. 

To cope with their stagnated 
financial picture, boomers have 
made lifestyle adaptations. 

“They didn’t get married or 
didn’t have kids, or waited a long 
time to do either,” Michel said. 
“Or wives went to work to shore 
up family income. The quality of 
family life has really suffered.” 

Because of their adaptations, 
Michel said, per-capita 
consumption in young families 
rose as fast in the stagnant ’70s 





as it had in the booming ’50s. 
But the sources of the increase 
differed. 

Consumption rose in the ’70s 
because, in aggregate terms, the 
proportion of the population in 


the labor force rose from 41 
percent to 48 percent while 
during the ’50s the labor force 
remained constant at 40 percent 
and workers’ wages rose 
dramatically, he said.

_ Weigh early retirement carefully

If you ask most career military 
or those'in civil service type jobs 
how long they will continue to 
be in’ uniform or on the job, the 
answer most likely will be similar 
to, ‘‘l have three years, six 


.months.and 10 days.” 


At the end of that time it will 
be an early retirement for yet 
another person. 

The trend to early retirement 
is not just limited to those with 
guaranteed early retirement and 
pension programs like the 
military and civil service. More 
and more people in business are 
choosing to retire earlier than 
age 65 or 70. “I have worked long 
enough,” some say. Others, “I 
want to go fishing ..."’ or, “‘!| want 
to see the world.” 

Is it wise to retire early? You 
must might be weighing that 
decision yourself 

Two professors at United 
States International University in 
San Diego — Dr. Lynette Milner 
who teaches sociology and Dr

findings are most helpful in any

- Financial Arrangment: ‘It’s 


« important to weigh the financial 
© considerations,” states Milner 
« ‘Those people who retire early 
« and find themselves in deprived 
* financial conditions are usualiy 


unhappy. You need to evaluate 


~- your savings in the harsh light of 


potential inflation. And consider 
the possibility of increased 
health care costs. Ask yourself, 
‘Can | afford to retire?’” 

“| believe most people will 
need some kind of continuing 
economic return, even after 
retiring,’ says Borer. He advises 
against playing the stock market 
or pinning your hopes on 
winning the lottery to afford 
retirement. “I'd also recommend 
extreme caution before investing 
in entrepreneurial activities after 
retiring, Taking money you've 


accumulated over the years and 
putting it at risk when your best 
earning yéars are past could be 
disastrous.”’ Borer recommends 
considering part-time work 
following early retirement. 

~~ The Job For Social 
Contacts/Status: Many people 
rely on the job for their social 
status and social contacts. !f so, 
“you may need to set up a 
network of friends outside your 
job before you retire,” advises 
Milner. Think about your own 
feelings of security or 
acceptance without the job 
identification. If you don't have a 
personal problem with the 
change identification or 
contacts, you may be a 
candidate for retirement or early 
retirement. 

— Your Leisure Time: “Are 
you prepared to fill your time 
with positive leisure activities?” 
Milner stresses, ‘“‘Many people 
rely on their jobs to requiate how 
they spend their time. People 
who say they are going to retire 
and ‘do nothing’ usually are 
unhappy in their retirement.” 

— Affecting Spouse And 
Children: “You need to plan what 
you and your spouse will do 
together after you retire. Also 
you need to plan what you will 
do in case your spouse isn't still 
with you when you retire,” states 
Milner 

“If you have active contact 
with your family, children and 
grandchildren, it is probably not 
a good idea on retirement to 
move away from thai family. 

“Don’t count on receiving 
financial support from your 
children for your retirement 
When there is financial help 
between mature adults and their 
adult children, the cash flow is 
most often the parents helping 
the children, not vice versa,” 
emphasizes Milner 

You can consider moving, 
though, offers Borer. “When you 
retire you may not want to keep 
that large home you had for 
raising the family. Perhaps you 
can sell your family home and 
replace it with something less 
costly overall.’

“Perfume, when it gets 
beyond a certain level, makes 
almost everybody react. 
Common symptoms are nausea, 
confusion, dizziness, headaches 
But perfume manufacturers have 
found this to be an extremely 
effective advertising tool. | don’t 
see them stopping this.” 

Magazines report they have 
had continuous complaints 


since scent strips became 
popular, but not enough to 


warrant discontinuing them. 

“We've had people write in 
complaining they are allergic to 
it, but the percentage has been 
relatively small,’ said Mike 
Greenberger, beauty marketing 
manager for Vogue in New York. 
“Two or three scented ads ina 
single issue can tend to 
overwhelm you after a while — 
the scent can precede opening 
the magazine. 

“The scent strips have lasted 
longer than many of us thought 
they would and | guess they will 
be around as long as they are 
effective.” 

Scent-strip technology dates 
to 1957 when 3-M invented the 
“microencapsulation” process,

“Smell sells,” said Lou 
Mennella, assistant sales and 
marketing manager for Webcraft. 
“We are exploring a number of 
non-perfume aromas, like new 
car smells, or generic fragrances 
like pine, oranges, pineapples, 
grapes — whatever. 

“The people making scented 
kitty litter have considered scent 


strips,.as have the makers of 
lemon-scented furniture polish,” 


said Mennella, who noted his 
company’s newest ad sample 
Strip is for eye shadow and 
blusher. “Someone even asked 
us to encapsulate the smell of 
money, but I’m not sure what 
money smelis like — | don’t see 
enough of it.” 

The manufacturers say they 
know of complaints about scent 
Strips but rarely receive them 
since people tend to complain 
directly to the magazine or 
direct-mail advertiser. 

But if Debra Dadd, Al Gardner 
and other chemically sensitive 
people have their way, 
something called the No 
Fragrance Mail Act will be 
introduced in Congress.
